When the 
actual and not the visionary needs are 
settled upon, all the architects in this 
vicinity should be invited to submit a 
prospective drawing and rough o thine 
of the layout, together with cost est 
mates. From these, the plans best 
suited to Andover’s needs could be 
selected and the architect who submit 
them authorized to furnish finished plans 
and specilicalions 

By that method Andover would be 
}much more likely to secure the best 
than through the present one-man plan 
the school board favors

tee is not trying to secure what is best} 


in the opinion of its members and 
everyone knows that the citizens desire 
lthat they shall have the best. Where 
the views differ is in the matter ol 
deciding what is most suitable
